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Gentlemen, 


GOVERNMENT  being  eftablifhed  for  the 
convenience  and  fafety  of  the  people,  it  is 


equally  the  duty  of  its  adm’niflrators  to  attend  to 
both  ; by  convenience  l underhand  that  meafure, 
:wliei.ce  refults  the  greatest  benefit,  at  the  lead: 
trouble  or  expence.  Each  individual  ought  to 
depofit  in  the  common  flock  of  knowledge,  every 
plan  of  improvement  which  appears  to  him  calcu- 
lated for  public  benefit ; and  each  lcgiflator  ought 
‘ to  liften  to  the  voice  of  truth,  where,  or  when- 
t foever  it  is  heard  •,  in  order  that  the  fcattered 
fragments  of  knowledge  may  be  thus  collefted, 
and  forma  lyftem  of  beauty,  and  utility  ; thus 
paiticlesof  water,  which,  in  a divided  hate,  are 
of  no  benefit,  when  collefTd,  form  a fountain, 
and  lupplv  a whole  community.  " 

Thele  things  being  premil  d,  l fliall  offer  a few' 
obfervar  ions  on  the  iubjefl  of  an  uniform  cur- 
rency, than  which  nothing  is  of  move  confequence, 
in  a riling  and  commercial  Hate.  When  we

fee  five  currencies,  eflablilhed  in  rlie  lame  coun- 
try. and  the  limits  of  each  one’s  circulation  but 
indifferently  defined,*  we  are  naturally  led  to  fup-

Four  of  the  prefent  currencies  in  the  United 
Stages,  were  eftabliflied  prior  to  the  revolution, 
v/nen  This  continent  was  compofed  of  a number 
ot  unconnebled  Briiifh  colonies  ; and  it  was  the 
antereft  of  tne  mother  country  to  render  them  as 
Cilhmilar  as  pcffible,  in  their  euftoms  and  man- 
aers  ; well  knowing  that  they  could  be  ruled  eafi- 
cr  m iepirate  colonies,  than  in  a connedled  mafs. 
ihieir  commerce  was  but  trifling,  their  property 
or  imall  value,  and  confequently  their  want  of  an 
umverlal  currency  but  little  felt.  The  cafe  is  now 
i ever  led;  the  United  States  are  advancing  with 
rapid  fc rides  towards  commercial  grandeur — their

bles f windier  s,  &c.  to  take  f mall  advantages  of  f Iran - 
gers,  which  uniformity  would  prevent ; it  is  the  fame 
m ether  places. 
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lands,  their  produce,  and  every  Ipecies  of  proper- 
ty. rile  with  rapidity — trade  is  carried  on  to  an  ex- 
tent that  baffles  calculation — and  everything  con- 

fpires  to  call  for  an  uniform  eftablilhment. 

Merchants,  tradefmen,  &c,  from  one  part  of  the 
union,  find  therrdelves  gieatlv  embarrailed  in'cal- 
culating  the  currency  of  another  , to  which  bufi- 
nefs  may  dirt  them:  ftrangers,  who  ariivein 
one  part,  have  no  looner,  at  iome  trouble,  be- 
came familiar  with  the  currency  of  the  place, 
than  their  knowledge  is  rendered  of  no  avail,  by 
a removal  of  a few  miles  north  or  fouth  : they 
have  then  to  fet  down  and  learn  a new  mode  of 
calculation. 

To  remedy  this  evil,  the  federal  currency, 
which  does  honour  to  its  projeftor,  was  eftablifh- 
ed  by  the  general  government.  Simplicity  of 
calculation  is  its  leading  feature  ; ad'd  this,  of  it- 
ielf,  is  lufficient  reaion  that  we  adopt  it  ; the  ob- 
jections that  are  made  to  it  by  ignorant  people, 
and  l'uch  as  have  never  given  thcmielves  the  trou- 
ble to  examine  its  pr  inciples,  1 fhall  endeavour  to 
remove. — For  a man  to  lay  he  cannot  understand 
io  complicated  a lyftem,  is  a plain  proof  that  he 
never  attended  to  it  ; becauie  the  leveral  denom- 
inations being  accounted  whole  numbers,  a child, 
who  can  add,  lubtraft,  multiply,  and  divide, 
in  fimple  ar  ithmetic,  is  competent  to  all  its  calcu- 
lations ; Ire  will  therefore  learn  this  much  fooner 
than  the  old  method,  which  admits  of  four  deno- 
minations, each  bearing  a different  proportion  to 
the  other  ;*  whereas,  in  the  federal  lyftem  they

one  fulling,  twenty  fillings  one  pound  j hence , in 
cafmg  up.  eye  have  to  carry  one  to  the  next  column , 
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ire  all  equal.  I fhall,  to  this  letter,  fubjoin  rulel 
for  all  neceffary  calculations,  and  endeavour  to 
explain  them,  in  luch  a manner  as  to  be  under- 
dood  by  thole  the  lead  verfed  in  arithmatic,  for 
whole  ufe  they  are  deiigned,  and  not  for  adepts.. 
I fhall  alfo  annex  a table  firewing  the  weight  and 
value  of  each  foreign  and  domedic  coin,  together 
with  the  edablifhed  pound  of  each  date,  in  dol- 
lars and  cents  ; and  conclude  with  rules  for  re- 
ducing the  fevcral  date  currencies  into  federal 
money,  and  vice  verfa. 

It  is  in  your  power,  gentlemen,  to  give  full 
fcope  to  this  lydem,  fo  beautiful  both  in  theory 
and  in  pra&ice. 

Already  the  accounts  of  the  United  States,  the 
date  of  Maffachuletts,  the  numerous  banks 
throughout  the  continent,  and  many  citizens,  are 
kept  in  dollars  and  cents  ; the  auditing  of  all  the 
date  accounts  in  the  lame  manner,,  would  foon 
be  followed  by  its  general  adoption  among  the 
citizens,  and  the  conveniencies  derived  there- 
from be  felt  by  almod  every  one  ; we  fhould  not 
then  be  embarraffed  by  the  necefhty  of  rules  of 
redu£lion,in  order  to  lind  the  value  of  alpecified 
fum,  in  different  parts  of  the  union  ; whether 
we  were  in  Maffachuletts  or  Georgia  the  thing 
would  be  the  fame,  and  every  man  would  know 
what  was  meant  when  he  was  told  that  a piece 

— for  every  fvur  in  for  things,  twelve  in  pence,  and 
twenty  in f hillings.  This  is  often  very  embdrraffing 
for  Learners,  particularly  when  multiplying  or  divi- 
ding. In  jederal  money  we  carry  one  for  every  ten, 
in  all  cafes  j bee auft  ten  mills  make  one  cent,  ten  cents ■ 
one  dim*,  ten  dimes  one  dollar,  and  ten  dollars  one 
eagle. 
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of  goods  fold  for  fevcnty-five  cents  per  yard.  As 
the  rules  of  redu&ion  herein  after  laid  down,  are 
of  my  own  dilcovery,  it  is  evident  that  it  is  not 
on  my  own  account  I reprobate  the  rcccflify  of 
them  ; I only  wifh  to  point  out  what  I conceive 
to  be  of  the  greateft  public  utility. 

Being  well  convinced  that  what  I can  fay  in 
favour  of  the  few  following  pages  will  never  bias 
your  judgment,  but  that  they  will  receive  the 
patronage  they  merit,  and  Hand  or  fall  by  their 
own  intrinfic  worth,  I fubmit  them  as  they  are,
